1. Claims J -12 and 14 are allowable. 

2. Claims 1,11 and 14 are allowable because, prior art of record taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a method for checking the position of a 
mechanical part along at least one checking direction comprising a controlling a sequence of 
checking displacements between the mechanical part and the light beam, including: controlling 
displacements for bringing the light beam to inspection positions along the first linear interval; 
and controlling linear inspection movements at said inspection positions along said inspection 
direction; detecting the interruption or the non-interruption of the light beam in the course of said 
linear inspection movements along the inspection direction, and consequently selecting a 
subsequent of said inspection positions along the first linear interval at which subsequent linear 
inspection movements are controlled, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
respective claims.
